W alkin g 
w ith difficulty , 
the 
girls 
c re p t o ut on to the balcony . 
B ra n d had already gone to the w in d ­ 
w ard side. T h e first rush of th e gale 
m a d e them breathless, y et they p erse­ 
v ered an d reached him. 
They w ere 
g reeted by a clim ber, but their father,

C onstance caugh t the 
th r e e quick flashes of the Sev en Stones 
lightship , a w a y to the right. 
She fa n ­ 
cied sin* saw a tw inklin g ahead, but 
th is w as the St. A gnes light, and nei­ 
th e r girl could m ake o ut o th er sight 
« o r sound until B rand p ointed s te a d ­ 
ily to w a rd one sp ot in the darkn ess.

Enid, w hose 
« ey es w ere stro n g a n d farsighted, fa n ­ 
cied she c a ug h t a fitful v ision of a big 
bla c k hull labo ring in the y ellow w av es. 
T hough it w a s difficult to sp eak, she 
c r e p t close to B ra n d a n d scream ed : 
“ Is she d riftin g on to the reefV” 
“ I fe ar so,” he an sw ered . 
“T h e n she w ill be lost!” 
“ Yes, unless they m a n a g e to p ass to 
a ’uth ’nrd.” 
L uckily for p oor h um a n n ature , m e n ­ 
ta l stress anti p hy sical effort rarely 
un ite forces. 
T he m ere a tte m p t to re ­

H e m us t see

Satisfied 


by th e scrutiny , he stood behind the 
girls, w ho had sh run k closely together 
the m o m e n t he retired.

Indeed, ev en then a p ow erful 
ste a m tra w le r w a s p rep arin g to fight 
h er w a y out of P en zance harbor, w ith 
brav e m en on board ready to ta ke any 
risk to sav e a ship in distress.

T he lighthouse stood on the 
easterly and m ost elev ated p ortion of 
the reef, whose bearings ran so uthw est 
by w est and north-northw est. 
At low 
w a te r som e tw o acres of jag g ed rooks 
a r e ex p osed.

sa v e th e oue t h i n g - t h a t th e ste a m e r 
w ould surely break up before th eir 
ey es. 
T h e w ind, now blo w in g in fierce 
g usts; th e sea, rising each m inute; th e 
clouds of sp ra y ch asin g each other in 
eerie flights th rough sp ace; th e g rin d ­ 
ing, incessant, 
utterly o v erw helm ing 
noise of the reef, m a a e all sights and 
sounds indefinite, nebulous, alm ost t a u ­ 
test ic. 
B ut w hen th e gian t billow receded, 
leav ing th e ship like a d a rk rock in tho 
m idst of in n um era ble cascades, th e c a ­ 
ta stro p h e 
took 
p lace 
w hich 
B rand 
w ould h av e foreseen w e re his th o ug h ts 
loss tum ultuous. 
W ith th e sup p o rt of 
th e sea w ith d ra w n from h alf its length 
th e huge hull m us t e ith e r slip back 
Into deep w a te r or bre a k in two. 
T he 
slen der steel shell of a n ocean liner Is 
not co n structe d to resist the law of 
g rav ity actin g on full 5 ,0 0 0 tons. 
So 
the solid looking colossus cracked like 
a carrot, an d th e a fte r p a r t fell back 
into the w a te ry chasm , there to be 
sw allo w ed in sta n tly am id a turm oil 
w hich hap p ily d ro w n e d th e d esp airing 
sh rieks of f a r m ore th a n h alf of those 
on board. 
C onstance a nd E nid scream ed bitte r­ 
ly In their woe, but a g ain they w ere 
sav ed from utte r collap se by the e x ­ 
igencies of th e m om ent. 
B rand, w ho 
ex p ected to see the re m a in d e r of th e 
sh ip blow n up by the in rush in g of th e 
sea to the furnaces, d ra g g e d them forc­ 
ibly below th e lev el of th e p rotectin g 
balustrade. 
Yet nothing of th e so rt took p lace. 
A v ast cloud of ste am rush ed up w ard, 
but it w as 
dissip ated 
by the uex t 
breath of th e gale. 
T h is incident told 
th e lighthouse keep er m uch. 
T he v es­ 
sel had been disabled so long th a t her 
skillful co m m an der, finding th e m otiv e 
p ow er of no furth e r av ail and certain 
th a t his sh ip m us t be d riv en ashore, 
h a d ordered th e fires to be d ra w n an d 
th e steam to be e x h a usted from all 
boilers ex cep t one. T h erefo re her s h a f t 
w a s broken, reasoned B rand. 
Broba- 
hly the accid en t had occurred d urin g 
th e height of th e hurrican e, and h e r 
steerin g gear, of little use w ith o ut th e 
driv in g force of the engines to help , 
m ig h t h av e been disabled a t th e sam e 
time. 
W h en th e ho rror stric ken w atch ers 
looked a g ain a t the w re c k the fo rw a rd 
p a rt h ad sh ifted Its p osition. 
It w as 
now ly ing bro ad sid e 011 to the seas, 
a n d the lofty fo re m ast th r us t its truck 
to w ithin a few feet of them . 
They w ere sp ared one gh astly scene 
w hich m ust 
surely h av e bereft th e 
girls of their senses. 
T h e m ajo rity of 
th e first class p asse n g ers h ad g a th e re d 
In the saloon. 
Some clun g like lim p ets 
to the m ain g a n g w a y ; a num ber, m o st­ 
ly men. cro w d ed to g eth er in the d r a w ­ 
ing room on the p ro m e n ad e deck. F a r ­ 
ther than this they could not go, as the 
com p anion h a tc h w a y s h a d been locket! 
by the officer o f the w atch, the decks 
being quite Im p a ssa ’^*. 


W hen tlie hull y ielded, the sp acious

W hen th e ship struck, the electric d y ­ 
n am os stop p ed, an d all h e r lights w e n t 
out. 
The lighthouse lam p , ow ing to its 
ra y s being co n cen trated by the diop tric 
lens, help ed not a t all to d issip ate th e 
dim and g h astly v ision beneath, but 
the g re a t fra m e of the fore p a rt of th e 
v essel serv ed a s a bre a kw a te r to som e 
e x te n t an d tem p o rarily w ithheld the 
w av es from beatin g a g a in s t the col­ 
um n. 
Ilence 
B rand , 
stra in in g 
his 
ey es 
thro ug h the fly ing ruck, fancied he 
could m ake o ut the figure of the c a p ­ 
tain as he left the brid ge and, w ith 
som e of the crew , took shelter behind 
the s truc ture o f the library an d sta te 
cabin s ou w h a t rem ain ed of the p ro m ­ 
e n a d e deck. 
A t the sa m e m om ent the 
frenzied o ccup an ts of th e library a ud 
g an g w a y co n triv ed to burs t op en the 
door of the m ain com p anion. 
If they had to die, they m ight as w ell 
die in the op en an d not box ed up in 
im p en etrable d arkn ess. 
As a m a tte r 
o f fact, the bolts w ere forced by a m an 
w ho fired his rev olv er a t them . 
T he 
sea quickly discov ered this new outlet. 
T h e uex t w av e, p assin g through the 
saloon, sen t tons of 
w a te r p ouring 
thro ug h the op en hatch. 
O ne good re ­ 
sult accrued. 
T he stro n g c an v a s a w n ­ 
ing which p rolonged th e s p a r deck w a s 
carried aw ay , a n d the g roup o f surv iv ­ 
ors, be n um bed w ith cold an d wholly 
ov ercom e by th eir d e sp e ra te p osition, 
could see the e n tire h e ig h t of the g ra n ­ 
ite colum n In fro n t c ro w n ed w ith its 
diad em of brilliance. 
T h e liberated 
p assen gers s a w it for the first time. 
T h e sight bro ug h t no hop e. B etw een 
ship and lighthouse w a s a tr ue m a el­ 
stro m of m ore th a n six ty feet of w a te r 
created 
by the backw a sh 
from th e 
ston ew o rk 
an d 
the 
sh a tte re d 
hull. 
E v en if the p assage« I'oukl be m ade, of 
w h a t av ail w a s it? T h e iron e n tra n c e 
d oor w as full fifty feet abo v e th e p res­ 
e n t lev el of the sea. 
It could only be 
ap p roached by w ay of th e rungs of 
Iron im bedded In the gran ite, and e v ­ 
ery 
wav e, 
ev en 
in th e co m p arativ e 
m oderation caused by th e o bstructin g 
w reck, sw e p t a t least tw e n ty feet of the 
sm ooth stone tiers. It is this v ery fa c t 
th a t p rev en ts rock lighthouses from sel­ 
dom if ev er serv in g as refug es for ship ­ 
w recked sailors. T he a scen d in g ladder 
is so ex p osed, the sea usually so t u r ­ 
bulent un d er the least stre ss of w ind, 
th a t no h um a n beiug c a n retain h a ud 
hold o r footing. 
Yet there w as oue f a in t chance of 
succor, an d it w as not a sailor who 
grasp ed it. T h e first th a t B rand kn ew 
of the d e sp e ra te v en ture w as th e sig ht 
of a sp ectral m an clim bing up th e 
shrouds of the forem ast. Ou a steam er, 
w hose y a rd s a re seldom used for sails, 
the p ra cticable rop e la d d er ceases a t 


the fore, m ain or mizzen top , as the 
case m a y be. T henceforw ard a sailor 
m ust clim b with hands and fe et to tin* 
truck, a fe a t which m ay occasionally 
be necessary when the v essel is in 
dock.

At last he reached

Hon. Joseph F. Giidden, inv entor 


of barb wire and the oldest citizen 
of DeKalb cou nty, whose estate is 
v alu ed at $1,000,000, died at 
his 
home in DeKalb at 6 o’clock Tu es­ 
day morning. 
The fu neral will prob­ 
ably he held Friday afternoon at the 
Normal au ditoriu m. 
Mr. 
Giidden 
was 93 years of age and for sixty 
years had been one 
of the 
most 
prominent figu res in DeKalb cou n 
tv . 
From the barb wire he amass 
ed a fortu ne, as did many others as­ 
sociated with him in its m anu factu re. 
Mr, Giidden was a nativ e of 
New 
Hampshire and 
was born Janu ary 
18, 1S13. He v oted for Andrew Jack ­ 
son for president in Nov ember, 1832, 
althou gh he was not of legal age u n­ 
til the following Janu ary. For thirty 
years he was a farm er and incidental­ 
ly a hotel k eeper. 
Story of Barb Wire. 
Throu ghou t 
the 
length 
and 
breadth of Illinois three men 
are 
k nown as the patriarchs of an inv en­ 
tion that has fenced almost ev ery civ ­ 
ilized nation in the world. 
One of 
these men is Joseph F, Giidden who 
has criss-crossed 
the 
globe 
with 
strands of barbed wire. Another of 
these men helped him when it was 
needed. 
The other fou ght his in­ 
v ention in legal battles that cost in 
cou rt and attorney fees more than 
$100,000. The former is Isaac Ell- 
wood and the latter is Jacob Haish. 
.Man Who Su gg« **ted ld« *a. 
To Joseph F. Giidden will always 
be giv en the credit of inv enting a 
fence with a bev el pointed barb, bu t 
it was still another man who su ggest­ 
ed the idea of k eeping stock away 
by sharp points fastened on 
wire. 
The name of this man was Rose, and 
he had shown his inv ention 
at 
a 
cou nty fair back in 1 872. Rose had 
driv en some brads throu gh a wooden 
block two Inches squ are.
